‘ y 20.—If these dispatches 
ON NATION’S RICH sometimes seem just a trace impatient about 


things, it may be due in part to the sort of reading which your corre- 
spondent receives in.the mail. This reading includes quite a few books 
but most of them are angry books telling how Andrew Carnegie, Andy 
Mellon, the Astors, Vanderbilts and Rockefellers got their money in the 
first place, are relating the experiences of someone who was slapped 
over the head with a bat and kicked down a flight of stone stairs by 
the fascists or nazis. There have been a couple among the many which 
revealed that certain forms of breakfast food are not really made of cereal 
but from cedar shavings or ground cork, flavored with slow poison. 
One says your correspondent’s favorite toothpaste is just a dirty gyP, 
produced at a cost of about $3 a ton but retailing at 25 cents a tube. 
A couple of books on glands are especially upsetting, for they contain 
pictures showing what happens to a person when some gland that no- 
body knows much about goes haywire for no apparent reason. You are 
just going along minding your own business, getting to bed.early and 
living right, when all of a sudden something happens to a gland and your 
face blows up like a scuffle and you-go around barking like a dog. The 
pictures prove it, and it is no fun to catch a glimpse of such a book 
on the shelf and be reminded that today might be the day it happens. 


SEVERAL EXPLAIN Among your correspondent’s books there are 
ABOUT MONEY several which explain all about money and in- 


ternational trade, with diagrams of the taxpayer’s dollar proving that in 
the fiscal year 1945 the taxes will take it all and the insurance com- 
panies will not be able to pay off the endowment policies which people 
are counting on for their old age. There are books telling, too late, 
unfortunately, what a lot of crooks Warren G. Harding had around him 
and how an innocent little boy who has shot a few people in playful 
stickups is thrown into the company of hardened offenders in the prisons 
and taught to chew tobacco and swear. 

A popular theme among book writers nowadays is the venality of 
the press, and this is not cheerful reading, either, to one who makes a 
living in the newspaper business, for it looks as though any department 
store owner can call up and get a man fired any time just by threaten- 
ing to withdraw his ad. Or the editor may get a fellow to write a lot of 
downright, malicious lies about someone or sit down in cold blood and 
fake a story about a communist uprising in England. 

It seems pretty well proved that old man Carnegie and old Neil 
Vanderbilt and the early Goulds did a little monkey business when they 
were getting theirs and old man Rockefeller probably was a very tough 
trader before he began to hear the rustle of those angel wings and got 
religion. But that is water over the dam now and there is no particular 
point in harping on the subject unless we are going to pass some laws 


to steal it back. 2

ARE OUT OF PRINT ought to be reading is Joel Sayre stuff and 
Anita Loos stuff.

'do anything else. But on searching the bookshelf for these books your

ACAPULCO 


“Siesta Port.” 


Gateway for countless galleons from 
the orient 300 years ago, but almost 
ignored in modern times, Mexico's 
Kip van Winkle port, Acapulco, now 
is waking to renewed activity. The 
largest liners plying between New 
York and California plan to call there 
next year to drop tourists for Mex- 
ico City. , 

“Conveniently located below the el- 
bow bend of Mexico’s Pacific coast 
in the state of Guerrero, sleepy Aca- 
puleo has one of the finest natural 
harbors in the world,” says a bulletin 
from the Washington (D. C.) head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society. “Yet it has drowsed away 
a couple of centuries as a quiet little 
tropical town simmering in the sun, 
in the bowl of great mountains that 
drop almost sheer into Acapulco bay. 

Heat “Like Hot Fly-Paper.” 

“The town is a crescent of pastel- 
colored, adobe cubicles, topped by tiny 
patches of red tile roofs, and occasion- 
al green coconut palms. A few build- 
ings, taller or broader, stand out 
from the mass of one-storied dwell- 
ings—church, town hall and jail, cov- 
ered market building, and a sprinkling 
of consulates and hotels. Little cot- 
ton mills and soap and oil factories, 
operated intermittently, show that 
Acapulco once had industrial ambi- 
tions. The narrow, winding streets 
are rarely crowded. Heat makes the 
air sticky, ‘like hot fly-paper,’ but 
visitors endure the climate to enjoy 
the town’s tropical beauty. 

“Behind it rise the steep, cactus-cov- 
ered Sierra Madres, which have throt- 
tled Acapulco’s progress like choking 
fingers. There is no railroad to the 
interior and less perfect harbors, such 
as Mazatlan and Manzanillo, have 
boomed because each has this advan- 
tage. So Acapulco has dreamed, 
‘When the railroad reaches here 

. .’ and meanwhile lapsed into a 
long siesta. 

“Cortez used its magnificent har- 
bor in 1531, sending two brigantines 
on a voyage of exploration into the 
Gulf of California. But they report- 
ed no harbor equal to Acapulco’s oval 
bay, nearly two miles wide. A hilly 
half-mile-wide peninsula between bay 
and ocean forms a natural breakwa- 
ter, offering about four square miles 
of placid, almost land-locked shelter 
within earshot of Pacific breakers 
pounding against the rocky headlands 
outside. 

“By 1550, trade at the port sup- 
ported a little village, which the Span- 
ish fortified with the grim gray fort 
of San Diego, still glowering above 
one tip of the town.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 
Dr. Rudolph Brandel finds that 
hospital admissions for peptic (gastric 
or duodenal) ulcer have increased 
ten-fold in Germany since the war. 


Prior to 1906 peptic ulcer was one- 
third as frequent among men as 
among women, according to hospital 
admissions; since 1926 it has been 
21-2 times as frequent among wom- 
en. Brandel observes that the ‘use 
of tobacco did not increase greatly 
in Germany until 1924. 

Dr. Knud Secher, Copenhagen, con- 
cluded from his studies of a large 
number of cases that tobacco smoke 
plays a considerable role in the de- 
velopment of peptic ulcer. 

Tobacco is a notorious cause of hy- 


peracidity and the effect is especially 
pronounced when the individual | 
smokes on an empty stomach. 

Dr. Irving Gray, of Brooklyn, in a 
study of 300 patients with digestive 
troubles, all of whom smoked, found 
that 180 had heartburn, 51 had duo- 


denal ulcer symptom-complex, 16 had 
gastric ulcer symptom-complex (don’t 
let the trick term bother you, folks, 
it means the symptoms of the com- 
plaint without certainty that the pa- 
tient has the complaint), 16 had 
various stomach and heart symptoms, 
30 had gastrospasm and 23 had gas- 
tritis.

“There are only two seasons in 
Acapulco, both hot—steaming rainy 
summer and long parched winter.

“Sometimes Acapulco’s normal pop-

“The course 
of the new comet is obliquely toward 
the earth and the nearest it is expect-

10-DAY SCHOOL OPENS 
FOR TRAFFIC OFFICERS 


Police Chiefs, Captains, En- 
gineers Attend Ala. Ses- 
sion; Devise Prevention. 


TUSCALOOSA, Ala., July 20.—(P) 
Southern police chiefs, police captains 
and traffic engineers gathered at the 
University of Alabama for a 10-day 
school, to study causes of the south’s 
traffic death toll and to devise cor- 
rective measures. 

Frank Kreml, of Evanston, IIl., safe- 
ty director of the International Asso- 
ciation of Police Chiefs, and Harold 
F. Hammond, traffie engineer of the 
National Bureau of Casualty and 
Surety Underwriters, stressed the 
large number of traffic fatalities in 
the south. 

They described the school, spon- 
sored by the Alabama state govern- 
ment, as a substantial move toward 
“the correction of this situation.” 

Hammond said there were 37,000 
traffie deaths in the United States 
last year, and 16,000 of these were 
pedestrians. In Alabama, Mississippi 
and Georgia, respectively, he stated, 
there were 33.6, 32.0 and 35.4 motor 
vehicle deaths for each 10,000,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline consumed. 

All the remaining southern states, 
with the exception of\Florida, he told 
the traffic authorities, “are in the 
group rated as the worst in. the coun- 
try.” for traffic mishaps. 

The importance of keeping acci- 
dent records was stressed by Ham- 
mond. He said that no business would 
think of operating without keeping 
books, and that it was just as impor- 
tant for police departments to do the 
same. 

Hammond stated that every police’ 
department in the country was short

56 Small Railroads Ignore Ruling : 
Of 1. C. C. To Cut Passenger Fares 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—(4)—A 
survey disclosed today that 56 tiny 
railroads, either uninformed of the 
order or acting in the belief it did 
not apply to them, had ignored the 
recent Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion ruling slashing passenger fares. 

The roads’ failure to comply was 
shown in a check-up on results of the 
commission’s order fixing basic fares 
of 2. cents a mile in coaches, and 3 
cents a mile in Pullmans, effective 
June 2. 

Averaging about a dozen miles in 
length, the roads were said to be 
situated mostly in the south and west, 
and to have very little passenger traf- 
fic. 

One of the lines said it did only 
$17 of passenger business last year, 
and added mere publication of new 
rates would eat up all that revenue.

NEW YORK, July 20.—(4)—Dem- 
ocratic and republican leaders here 
today minimized the possible effects 
of the new union party in the election 


this fall. 

Democratic Chairman James A. 
Farley said he was not in the least 
concerned by predictions of the Rev. 
Father Charles E. Coughlin that the 
new party would elect a majority in 
the house of representatives. 

“Such a statement,” he said, “is too 
foolish to be worthy of comment.” 

Representative Joseph W. Martin 
Jr., manager of the republican cam- 
paign in the east, said he expected 
the union party’s candidate, Repre- 
sentative William Lemke, to take few 
votes from Governor Alf M. Landon. 

“Would Help G. O. P.” 

“If the union party has any in- 
fluence in the east,” he declared, “it 
will be to make the states doubly sure 
for us. However, we believe we would 
carry them, anyway.” 

He predicted that 75 per cent of the 
votes cast for Lemke would come from 
democrats. 

Commenting on the Townsend na- 
tional convention in Cleveland last 
week, Farley said. 

“There isn’t anything that happened 
in Cleveland that will in any way 
be damaging to the democratic party.” 

He said he had no appointment to 
see Gomer Smith, vice president of the 
old age revolving pension plan, who 
arrived here today, avowing his loy- 
alty to the Townsend plan and at the 
same time declaring he would cam- 
paign for the re-election of President 
Roosevelt. 

“I’m sure he can be very helpful 
to the President,” Farley said when 
informed that Smith was here. 

Smith Reveals Strategy. 

“He demonstrated that he must be 
a man of ability to capturé as many 
votes as he did in Oklahoma without 
any organization.” 

Smith recently was defeated in the 
Oklahoma primaries by a democratic 
candidate for the senate. He aroused
